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Holt reminisces 


about his years 
as chief of DOSS 


When Floyd Holt, who recently 
resigned as director of the Department 
of Safety and Security (DOSS), arrived 
at work one morning about six years 
ago and discovered that all four tires on 
19 cars had been stolen, he made a 
brash promise to then-President Edward 
C. Merrill. 

“I told Dr. Merrill that we’d have all 
those tires back by noon,” Holt remem- 
bered. “That gave us only four hours. | 
called all my people in. I didn’t know 
how we'd do it—I thought [d probably 
be out of a job by noon. But at 11:45 
my investigative supervisor came in and 
said that we had gotten back all but 
three of the tires. 

“We had fanned out into the neigh- 
borhood and questioned everyone. It 
seems a man got up at 2 or 3 in the 
morning to have a cigarette on his back 
porch, and he saw some guys stash the 
tires in an alley.” 

That may not have been Holt’s most 
memorable moment, nor his proudest, 
but his promise to the president reflect- 
ed a certain confidence that served him 
well in his 17 years at Gallaudet. 

Holt was honored at a reception on 
March 17, his last day as DOSS direc- 
tor, as he prepared to become chief of 
security for the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission. Shortly before he 
left, he reflected on the changes he had 
seen at Gallaudet. 

When he came to Gallaudet in 1970, 
there were only a few security people, 
no walkie-talkies and just one patrol 
car, which didn’t have a two-way radio. 
There were no Sixth Street en- 
trances/exits. MSSD and the Central 
Utilities Building had not yet been built. 
Fowler and College Halls were dormito- 
ries, and almost all major administra- 
tors lived on campus. 

Holt had served in the Air Force’s 
military police, and he brought with him 
an appreciation for what he called a 
“spit and polish” kind of organization. 
He implemented a requirement for sign 
language training for all DOSS person- 
nel in 1973, and later added a second 
requirement for each officer: an associ- 
ate’s degree in criminal justice. 

“I wanted officers who were more 
sensitized to what a college student has 
to go through, and more articulate. | 
wanted people who were highly service- 
oriented who could also respond with 
strong technical capabilities.” 

He said he was most proud of his 
development of the law enforcement 
academy held at Gallaudet that trains 
security personnel from campuses such 
as Georgetown, George Washington, 
Catholic and Trinity. Begun two years 
ago, it is the first multi-agency joint

Matlin is first deaf Oscar recipient 


The first deaf performer ever 
nominated for an Oscar is now the first 
deaf person to win the film industry’s 
highest honor. 


Marlee Matlin last week received the 
best actress award for her role as 
Sarah in “Children of a Lesser God.” 


“The award is important in promoting 
deaf awareness,” said Mary Lou 
Novitsky, associate producer of “Deaf 
Mosaic” in the Department of TV, Film 
and Photography. “It will enhance op- 
portunities for us to show our talent.” 


Bernard Bragg, the first deaf actor to 
gain national prominence, said, “The 
impact of the award on our young deaf 
people will be tremendous. This event 
will help eliminate the stigma attached 
to sign language and permit it to be 
seen for its power, beauty and grace.” 
Bragg worked with Matlin when she 
was a 12-year-old participant in one of 
his theater workshops in Chicago. 
Bragg and a number of Gallaudet stu- 
dents were shown commenting on 
Matlin’s award on WRC-TV’s evening 
news the day after the ceremony. 


“The award was a personal triumph 
for Matlin—her performance speaks for 
itself,” said John Schuchman, professor 
of history. He added that Matlin 


TDD-athon donations exceed average 


By the end of the latest Alumni 
Annual Fund (AAF) TDD-athon in March, 
51 percent of the people contacted had 
responded with a pledge to Gallaudet.

Lee and 5 others 
present testimony 
at CED meetings 


President Jerry C. Lee and five 
Gallaudet administrators were among 
approximately 50 individuals presenting 
testimony before the federal 
Commission on Education of the Deaf 
(CED) during meetings held March 17 
to 19. 

The CED, authorized by the 
Education of the Deaf Act of 1986, is 
conducting a study of deaf education 


‘programs in the United States. 


Dr. Lee, who testified twice, 
expressed appreciation to the CED for 
the opportunity to present information 
about Gallaudet. Calling the commis- 
sion’s work “an awesome task,” Dr. Lee 
said that the study being done by the 
commission is “much more likely to be 
successful within the context of com- 
mission deliberations than some less 
democratic process which Congress 
might have imposed.” He went on to 
thank Congress for establishing the CED. 

For the duration of the commission’s 
study, its members are divided into two 
committees to hear testimony on post- 
secondary/adult programs and pre- 
college programs. 

Robert Davila, vice president of Pre- 
College Programs, also spoke twice, on 
programs at the Model Secondary 
School for the Deaf and then on pro- 
grams at the Kendall Demonstration 
Elementary School. Michael Karchmer, 
associate dean of research and adminis- 
trator of the Gallaudet Research Insti- 
tute, presented testimony on “Changing 
Patterns of Educational Placement for 
Hearing Impaired Students Under the 
Influence of PL 94-142.” 

Catherine Ingold, provost, testified on 
the role and impact of both outreach 
and research. Doin Hicks, vice presi- 
dent of the Office of Institutional 
Research, Planning and Evaluation, 
spoke on “Postsecondary Educational 
Opportunities for Hearing Impaired Per- 
sons” and Mervin Garretson, special as- 
sistant to the president, presented 
“Higher Education Needs of Deaf 
Persons.” 

Others testifying before the CED in- 
cluded representatives from deafness- 
related organizations and other schools 
for the deaf, parents, education 
specialists and government experts. 

The commission will hold forums in 
Atlanta, Ga., on May 21; Minneapolis, 
Minn., on May 28; Seattle, Wash., on 
June 6; and Santa Fe, N.M., on July 1. 
Meetings of the two committees, the 
executive committee and the full com- 
mission will be held in Washington, 
D.C., July 21-22. The commission will 
hold two public meetings in September, 
at sites to be announced. The commis- 
sion’s final report to Congress is due in 
February, 1988.
